Avila College for Social Con- 
cerns (A.C.S.C.) decided to spon- 
sor the picnic in light of their con- 
cern and involvement with the 
issue of homelessness. On March 
26, the Barney Allis Plaza will be 
the site of a Picnic for the Kansas 
City Homeless. “Our goal is to 
reach 1 0% of the homeless pop- 
ulation in the metropolitan area, 
roughly 1 000 people,” stated Junior, 
Tim Barchak, the catalytic coordi- 
nator of the picnic and Avila College 
for Social Concerns — the student 
organization sponsoring the picnic. 

While several shelters and hos- 
pitality houses are located near 
the Barney Allis Plaza, plans are 
underway for providing transpor- 
tation for those guests who will be 
coming from more distant shelters. 
Support from area businesses and 
corporations whose donations of 



food, beverages and a variety of 
other picnic supplies will make the 
event possible. Add music and the 
lively interaction between the Avila 
community and the less fortunate 
of Kansas City and you have a day 
filled with fellowship, good cheer 
and hope. 

The socially-minded students 
involved in the planning have 
made a real commitment to crea- 
ting an awareness of the injustices 
that exist in society. More than just 
an awareness though. The students 
have accepted the social respon- 
sibilities that are entailed in chan- 
ging, alleviating and all together 
eliminating those injustices. “We 
want to provide more than just a 
meal," Barchak stated. "We hope 
to provide the homeless access to 
services and agencies that will be 
instrumental in making their condi- 
tion more of a temporary situa- 
tion,” continued Barchak. The 
Committee is contacting social 
service agencies that would be 
interested in being present at the 
picnic to meet with and assist the 
guests. “The support and interest 
of people throughout the area has 
been overwhelming; special thanks 



should be given to the Kansas City 
Convention Bureau in letting us 
use the Barney Allis Plaza," 
Barchak added. 

The History Club, under the com- 
pelling leadership of Senior, Tim 
Westcott, has already joined forces 
with A.C.S.C. in the planning of this 
picnic. The Democratic Can- 
didates for President of the United 
States have been invited by the 
History Club to not only eat with 
the homeless in the area, but also 
address this significant, yet often 
unheard, constituency. 

Avila College for Social Con- 
cerns needs the support of the 
entire Avila Community in making 
this picnic a reality. Ample oppor- 
tunities exist for individuals and 
student organizations to volunteer 
to help out with any aspect of the 
planning and preparation of this 
day. “We are also interested in 
seeing members of the Avila Com- 
munity attend the picnic and share 
in the interaction," stated Barchak. 
Mark your calendars now — March 
26, 1 988 — not just any ordinary 
picnic.

A ‘BOUGHTEN’ CHRISTMAS GIFT 

Just before the Thanksgiving 
vacation began, I was talking with 
two students in the cafeteria over 
lunch. Both of the lovely coeds 
were very excited about going 
home for Thanksgiving. 

In the course of the conversa- 
tion, I casually mentioned that, con- 
trary to common opinion, Thanks- 
giving, and not Christmas is the 
‘Family Holiday’. 

Michelle thought for a moment 
and then said, “I’m not surprised. I 
think that the reason the family 
gets together at Thanksgiving is 
because they want to. At Christ- 
mas it seems that the love is 
‘boughten’.” 

When I asked her what she 
meant, the cute sophomore with 
the sparkling eyes elaborated, “Well, 
at Christmas everyone expects a 
gift of some sort. Sometimes you 
get the feeling that the only reason 
the folks get together, especially the 
kids, is to see what they'll get.” 

Michelle's remark has lurked in my 
subconscious ever since. And pon- 
dering over it, many provocative and 
disturbing questions come to the 
fore. e.g. “Is it really true that we try to 
‘buy love’ by getting the most ex- 
pensive or certainly ‘quality’ -type 
gifts? Is this the only time that love for 



some family members is really dem- 
onstrated? (If this is true, then what 
kind of love is it that would only 
show itself in a Christmas gift?”) 

More questions tumbled forth in 
a sort of chain reaction, questions 
that touch the inner fabric of the 
soul. e.g. “Is Christmas the only 
time that ‘love for the poor’ is 
shown? Don’t these poor, disad- 
vantaged, less fortunate people eat, 
and play with toys, and need cloth- 
ing the other 364 days of the year? 
“Why are theyonly remembered at 
Christmas?” 

And as for God — “Is Advent the 
only time that Christians are to pre- 
pare for the birth of Divine Love 
Personified? Are the efforts at kind- 
ness and unselfishness, sincere 
even though they are, only to last 
for these 4 weeks? (Same thing for 
the ‘extra prayers’.)” 

Then another thought zooms in 
on the thunderbolt of inspiration. It 
is deceptive in its stimulation of a 
feeling of self-satisfaction — but 
only for a moment. The inspiration, 
“Well, these efforts, however short 
or meager, nonetheless are attain- 
ed often by doing violence to one’s 
own selfish feelings.” 

This is true. But the deception 
fades with the insight that is takes 



more than a few prayers, a few 
words of kindness, or a few acts of 
unselfishness to 'make a dif- 
ference in the world in which we 
live'. (And this is what a commit- 
ment to follow Christ daily is sup- 
posed to accomplish.) 

Well, this pondering and medi- 
tating got to be rather ‘heavy’. 
Amazingly, near at hand were the 
words of an unknown, unheralded 
woman by the name of “Karen 
Casey". Her words: 

‘Have we expressed our love to 
any one of the many special peo- 
ple in our lives today? The effort is 
small and yet paramount in its 
impact on how the day unfolds for 
the givers and the receivers of car- 
ing words that inspire — words 
that speak of love. 

Someone close needs our atten- 
tion today — our encouragement, 
our inspiration, our recognition.” 

In the light of these words, it is 
more important to remember 
WHAT her message is than to 
know WHO she is. 

Why? Because making these 
words part of the warp and woof of 
our personality is the way to insure 
that our gifts to anyone, including 
God, are not ‘boughten’ gifts. — 
and not just at Christmas.

In addition to this, Call 
For Action-KCTV5 has been con- 
tacted and one of their represen- 
tatives has been very receptive to 
our need. Copies of all meeting 
minutes, articles and so forth are 



being forwarded to them in order 
to compile a folder which will then 
be presented to Stan Cramer for 
review. 

I want to thank the members of 
Avila Student Government for their 
spirit and willingness to help Gregg 
and I get the “Student Search” off 
and running! Avila Student Govern- 
ment will be contacting the Stu- 
dent Senates from other afflicted 
schools, in order to enlist their sup- 
port for a "Student Search” on 
their respective campuses. Gregg 
and I are most grateful for the 
Avila support. 

In overview, once our "Student 
Search” is successful in recruiting 
a substantial number of interested 
parties, the plan is to negotiate 
politically through all of our State 
Representatives, and hopefully, 
through publicity via Call For 
Action KCTV5. 

We are confronting this issue 
realistically, therefore our main 
objective will be to voice our dis- 
content and lobby for alternatives 
which will prevent the situation at 
hand, from happening again. This 
activity will carry over into next 



semester as the much reveled break 
is up and coming! Meanwhile, 
Gregg and I hope to hear from 
many of the students who were 
affected, and would also like to see 
them participate in the Student 
Government meetings, which take 
place on Tuesdays at 4:00 p.m. in 
the Barefoot Room/Marian Centre. 
Upon resuming classes second 
semester, I believe questions in 
regard to the time/place of Student 
Government meetings can be direct- 
ed towards the Student Life Centre. 
Gregg and I will be available for any 
questions during semester break, 
and into the second semester.

Throughout the eighties, Ameri- 
cans have gone through many 
modifications. There is the grow- 
ing awareness of Education, the 
American drug problem, and the 
ever-living horror of AIDS. 

However, on a lighter note, job 
opportunities for future employ- 
ment should be slightly better with 
a 3% rise in entry-level hiring and 
starting salaries as well. This may 
not appear to be a significant 
change, but “don't let the green 
grass fool you”. “Business Week 
Careers” magazine stated the 
American economy created 1.7 
million new jobs for executives, 
managers, and professionals. With 
the ‘87 Employment Fair, held at 
UMKC in late October, many com- 
panies are coming to college cam- 
puses for employment recruiting. 
Dr. Dorrit Cowan, assistant to the 
Dean in charge of Placement Offices 
reports a two-thirds jump in cor- 
porations coming to campuses to 
recruit. 

Here's how some major fields 
are doing according to Business 
Week Careers: 

Accounting is the hottest field. 
Industrial and commercial com- 
panies are after their share, but the 
Big Eight public accounting firms 
are the most ravenous for auditors 
and tax specialists. Opportunities 
for those with advanced degrees 
in accounting, taxation, and com- 
puter systems scale up in kind. 

Financial Service , the New York 
financial sen/ice sector remains a 
swelling fount of opportunity for 
prospective graduates. Invest- 
ment banks are recruiting avidly 



for financial analysts and market- 
ing specialists to handle traditional 
corporate finance operations, 
mergers, acquisitions, develop- 
ment and marketing of entirely new 
financial products. The commer- 
cial banks indicate they will be hir- 
ing significantly more employees, 
focusing on expansion into non- 
traditional markets and inter- 
national banking. 

Engineering, the market for entry- 
level technical writers in defense 
electronics sectors is booming right 
now, says Louis Baso, president of 
a leading executive search firm for 
the aero-space/defense industry. 
Since electrical engineers have tend- 
ed to avoid the technical writing 
field, there is now a shortage. Entry- 
level salaries for those with a BSEE 
degree range between 28,000 and 
32,000. However, if they go on to 
develop critically needed design 
and analytical skills, ultimately they 
can earn $60,000 to 80,000. Baso 
advises young engineers who want 
to go into defense, to become indi- 
vidual contributors and to always 
try to work on the most advanced 
technology. 

Nevertheless, no matter what 
the entry level hiring is, one must 
always keep in mind, "you had to 
crawl, before you could walk”’.
